FOX FARMING IN YUKON 
‘nimals Oying in Captivity—Ship- 
ments to Eastern Lealers 
The enthisiasu, concerning fox 
catching and farming in Yukon has 
materially waned daring the past few 
weeks, owing to the fact tha the price 
of foxes has decreased nearly 60 per 
cent since last summer n¢ that hun- 
dreds of toxe. hele in captivity have 


of these foxes were black, and in some 
cases, 8 high as $1,600 to $2,000 had 
been pafd for thom. One d7aler who, 
it 1s said, could have sold his stock 
of foxes in Tuly for $65,000, sold two 
weeks ago for less thar $35,000, the 
lutter price being, to some extent, 
}due ‘o the decline in prices, but also 
to the fact that many of the animals 
had died in the neantime ne young 
Liack fox, for which £1,600 had been 
paid, died five days after being placed 
in the corral. 

Owing to the decline in price, fully 
169 young foxes. all of the red variety, 
held cantive ir southern Yukon have 
been turned .ut to return t their na- 
tive haunts in the wilds. Previous 
to sickness developiny among foxes 
in captivity here, upwards of 200 
young ones 4ad been shipned from 
Whitehorse tlone, to fox ranches in 
New Brunswick, Prince @dward Is- 
land, and to dealers near Boston. 
Mass. At present there are not over 
60 held fin his locality 

A number are exnerim nting with 
mink farming, but ereat difficulty is 
experfenced in keoping them wire cor- 
rals offering litile resistance when 
thev seek thoir freedom.

MIXED FARMING 


Outline of Address by A. F. Mantle. 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture 

Mixed farming {8 an ail important 
topic not only te the -arme;s of Can- 
leet but to the city cweller as well, 
at the presen. -ime Note agricul- 
\tural authorities are ende voring to 
induce farmers to tut. more toward 
;mixed farming, inetead of depending 
‘entirely on the production of grain 
jA. F. Mantle, the deput, minister of 
Agriculture for Saskatchewan recent- 
ly addressed the Regina Board of 
| Trade on the subtect of mixed farm- 
ing. The business men oO Regina 
have already taken some steps with 
ja view to induce farmers to go in more 
‘for stock raising, and a movement re- 
cently launched will probably have 
Yeneficial results. 

The addres. read by Mr. Mantle be- 
fore the Regina Board of Trade, which 
'{s composed of about 900 of Regina's 
business men, was as follows: 

What is Mixed Farming? 

Often discussed. Everyone knows 
what it is. No one iias 
fined it 
| The mixed farm {s the farm that ts 
self-sufficient to as great an extent 
ag is practicable in these days and in 
this country. A half section farm in 
Saskatchewnn »perated as a mixed 
farm should prociuce for use on the 
farm sufficient grain, forave crops, 
root crops, vegctables, fruits, wood. 
dairy products. meat and poultry for 
home requirements and should market 
from time to time grain, horses cattle, 
sheep, pigs, poultry, cream, eggs and 
| potatoes 

In practice we accept less 

What Progress has bee: Made? 

Statistics are not altogether satisiuc- 
tory. Do not cover all of the ground 
do not touch production of vegetables. 
dairy products, esgs, 
etc. In so far as they govern live 
stock they are as follows: 

Total live stock in Saskatchewan 
increased from 401,846 head in 1901 
|by 113 per cent. in 1906 351 per 
cent. in 1911, by 401 per cent in 1913, 
so that there are now rather more 
than two million head of live stock 
(other than pouitry) in Saskatche- 
wan, or rather less than Ff animals 
|per head of rural population Largest 
increase in swine and horses small- 
est in sheep and cattle other than 
milch cows. Nearly 6 per head in 
1901, 6 in 1911 While rural popu- 
lation has increased 500 per cent (12 
years, 1901-18) live stock has increas- 
ed 400 per cent. 

In the same time grain acreage has 
increased from 621,000 acres in 1901, 
by 259 per cent. in 1906, by 1284 per 
cent in 1911, hv 1457 per cent. in 
1913. to 9.678.125 acres. 

Mixed farming in Saskatchewan, 
therefore, cannot be said to have quite 
held its own compared with the in- 
crease in rural population and must 
be admitted to have extended very 
much less rapidly than grain grow: 
‘ing. ’ 

ow does this condition compare 
with that obtaining in what mav be 
regarded as the premier agricultural 
province of Canada, and onc ‘n which 
mixed farming pre ails, namely, On- 
tario? Let us see. 

Total live utock ir Ontario increas- 
ed from 86,282,000 in 1901 by 6 per 
cent. in 1906, but decreased 4 per 
cent in 1911 and 6 per cent. in 1913 so 
that to-day there are rather less than 
six million head of live stock (other 
than poultry) in Ontario, or five and 
a balf animals per head of -ural pop- 
ulation. Stead: and considerable in- 
crease in number of horses In the 12 
years, a slight increase in the number 
of nilct cows, other cattle, and hogs, 
but a steady and very considerable 
decrease in sheep until today there 
are only 57 sheep in Ontario where 
there were 100 twelve years ago Ru- 
ral population in Ontarfo has decreas- 
‘ed faster than numbers of live stock 
so that there were only 5 animals per 
head of rura! population in 1901, An- 
alysed a little more closely the com- 
i parison is hardly 80 favorable to Sas-

Why do we wi.nt it? Ther. are many 
agons, five may be named. 

1. Mixed farming distributes the 
work of the farm and consequently 
to some extent the work of the cit- 
fes throughout the year, This condi- 
tion {s desirable alike from the stand- 
poing of the farmer, his wife, farm 
labor and farm live stock. 

2. Mixed farming distributes the 
income of the farm ove: the year in- 
\stead of concentrating it in a few 
cheques in the fall or eariy winter. 
This condition reduces interest 
charges, promotes profit and tends to 
curtail extravagance. When a _per- 
son's income reaches them only once 
or twice & year in large cheques there 
ig a tendency on the one hand to over 
spend on the strength of @ large pros- 
pective revenue and on the other hand 
wher, money comes in any large 
amounts there is a tendency to blow 
it in. 

8. Mixed farming will reduce the 
cost of iiving by increasing the num- 
ber and amount of the products of 
our farms and Jecreacing the quan- 
tity of produce wh'ch it is necessary 
tu import und cuasequently to pay 
freight charges on. 

4. Mixed farming will preserve 
soil fertility by promoting a system 
of crop rotations ana fertilizing that 
will restore to the soil what has been 
| removed from it. 

5. Mixed farming will tncrease the 
earning power of our population. 
Grain yields are higher through a term 
of years on a mixed farm than on an 
exclusive grain farm, while on the 
mixed farm in add.tion to the grain, 
income is produced from a variety of 
other products,

when he is far enough on to see and 
hope for the new heaven and the new 
earth wherei, dwelleth righteousness, 
he has no real gain from the vision 
unless he takes his part in making the 
earth new and righteous where he 
lives: and that he best gives express- 
ion to his life, a8 one of the partners, 
who helps to reveal and reflect God 
through his labor and his love."—Con- 
tributed by Secretary J. S. Woods- 
worth, the Canadia: Welfare League, 
Room 10, Industrial Bureau, Winni- 
peg.

Slr Edmund Waiker’s Comments— 
$1,500,000 Sent Out of Canada For 
Iron and Steel Products Alone 

One of the most widely uoted fea- 
tures of the address of Sir Edmund 
Walker, eresident of the Canadian 
Mank of Coinmerce, at the recent an- 
ual meeting of that institution, was 
iis statement with regard to the large 
proportion of Cauada’s imports which 
consists of iron and steel in various 
Torins, not only at raw materials but 
AS Wianufactured goods 

“The total value ts about $140,0U0,- 
v0U, He pointed out that in the main 
these are articles used in bulidiug, or 
iu equipping the country trom the im- 
burt of foudstulls and other rapidly 
perishing objects, At the same time, 
he regretted that the greater part of 
Chese trol aud steel goods is not made 
in Canada now, as certainly will be 
the case in time. “To the extent to 
Which, by waking these goods in Can 
ada, We could have lessened the debt 
Pepresetitea by the securities we have 
suld to pay for the difference betwe@énu 
imports aud exports, we have burden 
ed ourselves for a long time to come, 
he added, continuing: “While work 
men busily engaged io other 
things, as they have been in Canada, 
it may be sald that they are not avail 
able for mere work in iron and steel, 
but a8 soon as railroad and other 
building lessens in volume, not tu the 
degregate pul in proportion to other 
industries, we may hope that we shall 
be able to tuuke in Canada the large: 
part of the iron and steel goods now 
imported, ‘The increased output of our 
cual and tron mines, of our blast tur 
uaces and of our manufactories, which 
would result, would be of inestimable 
value to the Country as a Whole.” 

It ig evident to every man whos 
studies the trou and steel industry in 
Canada that uo progress at all was 
tmiade befure @ policy of direct e: 
couragement for these industries wa, 
adopted by the Government at Ottawa 
Within the past few years this en 
couragement has been dropped in great 
tiewsure aud we have already seen 
one big institution go into the hand 
of the receivers, while rumors that on 
or two others will follow it are preva 
lent. It is to be hoped that 
are mere fdle rumors and will yot b 
realized, The bad condition of the 
iron and steel industry in Canada a 
present, coupled with the facts t& 
which Sir Edmund Walker dfaws at 
tention, should cause every Canudiar 
to consider carefully how much the 
iron and steel industry is worth to 
Canada, and whether he would advo 
Cate a policy which, if it does not 
Mean ruin, means the loss of a tre 
mendous volume of buginess for Can 
adian mills and Canagian workmen

CANADIAN WHEAT IN STATES 


United States Needs Our Wheat Fo 
Export Milling Trade 


The United States, notwithstandin 
reports to contrary, |p still a Brea, 
exporting nalion, as far as wheat ts 
concerned, During the past ten year- 
United States’ exports of wheat have 
averaged 117,000,000 bushels per an 
uum, This means that “Uncle Sam” 
exports every year an amount of 
Wheat in excess of half the total 
Canadian wheat crop of 1912. It ts 
certain, therefore, that any Wheat he 
buys from Canada will be used for 
export trade, Whether sent out as 
Wheat or flour, 

When we come to consider milling 
of wheat iu bound, we run up against 
sulbething that the “free wheaters” 
Seem completely to have overlooked 
‘The Wilsou tariff imposes on whea 
{mported from Canada a tax of len 
cents a bushel when it ts imported 
for domestic consumption. But when 
the Wheat ts milled tn bond and the 
product exported, the miller receives 
a rebate of 99 per cent, of the duty 
pald. [In other words, on wheat im 
ported for export milling or manu 
facturiug purposes the uel duty 
amounts to but one one-hundredth of 
the regular impost, or ONE-TENTH 
OF A CENT PER BUSHEL 

The Canadian grain grower who 
sells in the United States is, as we 
have shown above, selling for manu 
facturing purposes. Under present 
circumstances he encounters a tariff 
barriec of only one-tenth of a cent 
per bushel. On a shipment of a thou- 
sand bushels, one carload, therefore, 
the tax he has to bear iw exactly one 
dollar, If the United States duty 
Were taken off to-morrow, he would 
thus save one dollar on every thou 
sacd bushels of wheat he shipped into 
the United States. It can thus be 
seeu that we would have to seud pretty 
big shipments into Uncle Sam's do 
main before the difference between 
tariff and no-tariff would mean any:

DR. 8. B. SINCLAIR WILL STUDY 
CONDITIONS IN ONTARIO, 


Head of School for Teachers at Mac- 
donald College Is an Expert on 
Education and Has Taken High 
aluors In His Specialty — Is 
Author of Three Well-Known 
Works for School Teachers. 


Dr. 8S. B. Sinclair, who is relieved 
from the headship of the school for 
teachers of Macdonald College to 
spend a year in investigating prob- 
lems relating to rural schools is one 
of Canada’s leading educationists. 
He holds a B. A. degree from Victoria 
with first-class honors in mathe- 
matics and gold medal standing in 
mental and moral philosophy, an 
M. A. degree from Toronto Univer- 
sity and a Ph.D. degree cum laude 
from Chicago University, in 1901, 
his major subject being education. 
At Chicago he obtained the highest 
fellowship of $520 and was super- 
visor of mathematics in the univer- 
sity elementary school. He has made 
an extended observation and study of 
schools in Europe and is the author 
of three well-known works: First 
Year at School, The Possibility of a 
®Bctence of Education and Introduc- 
tory Educational Psychology. 

Dr. Sinclair has had wide experi- 
ence in the teaching profession, hav- 
fng been mathematical master of

Teachers’ Association. He is a mem- 
ber of the Central Board of Exam- 
{ners and ex-officio a member of the 
Teachers ‘Training Committee and 
corporation of McGill University. 

Dr. Sinclair is not retiring from 
work, but is taking a year for re- 
search that he may be better quall- 
fied to teach the subjects in which he 
is most interested, which is the rural 
school work. He has spent a num- 
ber of years on his own farm and 
took a post-graduate course in forest- 
ry at Toronto. He {fs the author of 
the lecture on forestry in the Bick- 
more series of McGill University. 
During the four years he has been at 
Macdonald College he has not only 
fncreased the attendance, but has 
stirred up great enthusiasm among 
the students. His attitude towards 
the other schools at Macdonald has 
always been sympathetic and his in- 
fluence has tended to maintain a feel- 
ing of good will and co-operation 
among all the schools since he has 
been appointed dean,

Waren Death Was Cheated by a Rope's 
End In a Raging Gale. 

Few living men tave ever looked 
death so square ip the face as a cer- 
tain Captain Hodson, who was for 
years connected with the customs 
service at Honolulu, Before that he 
was a shipmaster, and the remarkable 
adventure of which he was the hero 
oecurred while he was in command of 
a schooner that traded In the Pacitic. 

On this occasion the vessel was sev- 
era! days out from land, in the midat 
of the ocean, when It was overtaken 
bv a severe gale and thick wenther. 
For a time Captain Hodson tried to 
keep the schooner’s hend up into the 
wind, but the storm became so violent 
that there was nothing for it but to 
tun before the gale. He brought the 
vessel about and, pursued by a heavy 
following sea, scudded It under almost 
bare poles to the northward, 

The captain himself stood by the 
wheel to give the helmsaman direc- 
tions. The rest of the crew, having 
made everything as secure as pussibie, 
were crouched in the lee of the deck 
house. 

A flaw in the wind took the schooner 
aback for a moment, and in that to- 
stant a tremendous wave that was fol 
lowing close behind mounted over the 
bulwarks and swept ceveral feet deep 
from stern to bow. 

Every one but the captain had some 
thing at band to cling to, altbongh the 
wave wrenched the man at the wheel 
from his hold and threw hii on his 
face. However, he brought up against 
the deck house and scrambled to bis 
feet just in time to see the rushing 
water carry Captain Hodsun over- 
board. 

Hodson’s case was an nearly hope 
less as it could well be, for It was, of 
course, quite Impoxsible tu put out a 
boat in such a sea or even to bring the 
schooner about to pick him up, But at 
the very moment that the catastrophe 
happened the ropes that held the gaff 
of the foremast in place broke nnd let 
the stick drop to the deck. One end 
bung out over the side of the achoon- 
er, and several broken ropes dangled 
from it. As Captnin Hodson swept by 
these rope ends struck bim on the 
head. Instinctively he seized one of 
them and clung to It with desperation. 

The schooner tore on through the 
water, and her muster at the end ot 
the dangling rope was drawn in close 
under ber bulwarks and dragged along 
through the waves. He could not bave 
long withstood this sort of treatinent, 
for the sea bent him about fiercely and 
flung him again and again against the 
side of the vessel. 

But presently a gust of wind lurch- 
ed the schooner well over, her lee rail 
plunged beneath the water, and at the 
same instant another wave picked the 
captain up and tossed him sprawling 
on the sloping deck. Buttered as he 
was, he had enough strength left to 
seize the standing rigging and cling to 
{t. while the water poured back again 
into the sea, 

The helmsman had seen Captain 
Hodson swept uway to denth, as be 
firmly believed, and his astonishment 
at seeing him back again on deck may 
be imagined. Hodson was not seri- 
ously injured by his experience, and 
his vessel wenthered the storm and 
brought her cargo safe into port— 
Youth's Companion.

On Aug. 15 we sailed through Be 
ring strait and were at iast in the 
arctic. The straits are thirty-siz miles 
wide, with East cape, a rounded, dume 
shaped mass of black basalt, on the 
Asiutic side and on the American ride 
Cape Prince of Wales, a beadline of 
sbarper outline, but neither so lofty 
not so sheer. In between the two 
cupes and in line with them He the 
two islands of Big and Little Diomeda, 
Through the three narrow channels be- 
tween the capes and the islands the 
tide runs with the swiftness of a rive 
er’s current. 

The Eskimos constantly cross from 
continent to continent in small boats, 
In still weather the passage cap be 
made in a light kyack with perfect 
safety. The widest of the three chan 
nels is that between Big Diomede and 
East cape, and ts, | should say, not 
more than fifteen miles across. While 
we were passing through the strait 
we saw a party of Exkimos in a skin 
boat paddling lelsurely across from 
America to Asia. They no doubt had 
been on a visit to relatives or friends 
on the neighboring continent. We were 
told that in winter, when the strait 
is frozen solidly, the Eskimos frequent. 
ly walk from one continent to the oth- 
er.—Frum “A Year With a Whaler,” by 
Walter Noble Burns.

WIRELESS WAVES, 


Puzzling Problems With Which Solen- 
tists Have to Contend. 

What we don’t know about wireless 
telegrapby is still by far the larger 
part of that scienve. Practical efforts 
to use this means of communication 
are constuntly humpered by ditticulties 
that cannot be overconie or only par 
tially overcome by clumsy makesbifts 
because they are not understood, 

For example, the characterization of 
the waves used In wireless telegraphy 
as artificial is justified because the 
ether is in a state of constant pulsa- 
tion with waves of enormous length 
about whose origin we know nothing 
or next to nothing. Some of them are 
due undoubtedly to lightning, but they 
are continuously roiling in on antennae 
properly tuned when there is no thun- 
derstorm within thousands of miles, 
It bas been suggested that they are of 
extra terrestrial origin, perhaps the 
result of electrical disturbanves in the 
sun. Some Ingenious speculators bave 
even attributed them to the Martians 
or some other of our planetary neigh- 
bors, 

But the fact is that we don't know 
where they come from or how they are 
generated. They manifest themselves 
in the shape of troublesume nuises in 
the telephone receivers at wireless tel- 
egraph stations, Another puzzling 
question, perhaps of more practical 
importance to the wireless worker, is 
the action of the weather on bis trains 
of waves. When these signais have 
long distances to travel the weather 
often plays havoc with them in ways 
as yet nut well understood. The dif- 
ferent carrying capacity of the ether 
ip the daytime and ut night is another 
practical problem still awaiting defi- 
nite solution.—New York fost, 


FLYING BULLETS. 


Going Very Fast, They Leave Alr 
Waves and Eddies Behind Them. 
If a photograph of a speeding bullet 
could be taken the print would proba- 
bly show a space like a body of water 
marked by what lvoked like speeding 
water bugs, each leaving a ripple in 
its wake. Photographs of projectiles 
bave been snapped in time of peace, 
but it is doubtful if the camera ever 
caught one as it sped on its mission of 
death. A bullet speeding at the rate 
of 8,000 feet a second, which is more 
thon 2,000 miles an hour, mekes a 
great disturbance in the atmosphere 
and creates air waves, which, of 
course, are invisible to the naked eye. 
If you draw a stick througb the wa- 
ter it canses little eddies and waves to 
trail behind it The faster you draw 
the stick the more waves and the 
wider the angle will it leave. The 
slower the stick ts drawn the fewer 
waves, Just so the bullet If it ts 
traveling slowly nu waves can be pho- 
tographed, as apparentiy there are 
none. It is only ubjects traveling at a 
terrific speed that create any appreci- 

able air waves, 

Photographs of a bullet going at a 
rate of speed Jess than 1,200 feet a sec- 
ond show no air waves at all. ‘This is 
an Interesting scientific discovery, But 
anything cutting throngh the air at a 
greater rate thun this dixturbs the at- 
mosphere to such great extent that air 


waves are formed und can be photo 


grapbed.—New York Sun.

PUTTING ON THE “LID.” 


Western Cities Are Acquiring the 
Closed Sabbath Habit, 

Residents of parts of Ontario ac- 
customed to extreme Iimitations in 
what they may buy on the Sabbath, 
and to-the id-+ of possible penalties 
for a fracture of the law, in however 
minor a respect, are sometimes sur- 
prised when they find that in Winni- 
pey and the majority of other places 
in the Western Provinces it is not 
impossible to secure some of the ne- 
cessities and a few of the luxuries of 
life during that part of the week 
delegated to spiritual pursuits. To be 
sure, there {s now a tendency towards 
a more strict en*orcement of the law, 
and in Calgary the other Sunday a 
young lady with a most unbearable 
toothache was mightily surprised 
when she found tha’ her druggist 
wouldn’t sell her anything for its al- 
leviation — he was afraid of prose- 
cution. It is probable that the auth- 
orities of the provinces consider th>t 
they are enforcing the law to as great 
an extent as is justified by public 
opinion, for the fact remains that the 
average western city is not as 
straight-laced in what might be per- 
haps termed the minor moralities as 
most of the eastern cities, 

In Winnipeg drug stores it is pos- 
sible, for instance, to buy on a Sun- 
day that which may be purchased on 
Monday and no questions asked, 
though there have been suggestions 
lately that they be restricted to the 
sale of drugs and positive necessi- 
ties, This proposition met with im- 
mediate opposition from druggists, 
who claimed that they could not af- 
ford to keep their establishments 
open for the sale of a few articles 
only, and the question has not been 
settled. No difficulty is ever exper- 
fenced in securing cigarettes or cl- 
gars or candies from most any of the 
thousand-and-one restaurants, big 
and little, and the family who wait 
for Sunday before buying their fresh 
fruit are not likely to go fruitless 
for their Sunday supper. Instances 
have even been known where meat 
and bread and other groceries have 
been procured without any subterfuge 
at provision stores out of the centre 
of the city. These things are taken 
for granted, and, in the opinion of 
@ good many people, do not involvs 
any slackening in the observance of 
the Sabbath. Churches are as well 
attended as in the east, the liquor 
laws are kept, and there {fs no rew 


son for believing that Winnipeg is) 


not as moral a city—in the sense in 
which that word is usually applied— 
as any other of its size. Some of the 
moving-picture shows gave Sunday 
entertainments on one Sunday 
early in the year, the receipts fron 
collections going to the Dayton flood 
sufferers. The proprietors were prose- 
cuted, and the case is still in the 
courts, with no public interest what- 
ever in the outcome, Sunday even- 
ing band concerts are given in a cou- 
ple of the theatres after the church 
hour. 

The tendency, however, as stated, 
is towards the shutting down of Sun- 
day buying and selling, and in Vic- 
toria, “blue laws” of the time of 
Charles II. have recently been tin 
voked in this connection. So it is 
possible that the Westerner will yet 
find it as difficult to get his Sunday 
shoeshine as his eastern brother, and 
will have to take th: precauticn of 
buying his Sunday paper on Satur- 
day, and will do without his Sunday

| OUR NEW TELESCOPE, 


i Canada's Astronomical ‘nstrum 
Will Set World's Record. 

| Now that the contr,-ct for Canada’s 
new telescope — the largest in the 

world—has been let more details are 

at hand with regard to the great sci- 

entific marvel which is to grace the 

observatory at Ottawa, 

A rough idea of its size may be 
gained from noting that a full sized 
automobile could be readily driven 
through the tube, The company that 
will construct the telescape built the 
Lick telescope, finished in 1887, the 
object glass of which is thirty-six 
inches in diameter, and the Yerkes 
telescope, finished in 1893, which has 
a forty inch glass. These were the 
largest in the world. 

“The great reflecting telescopes 
made by the English and y the 
French years ago,” says Ambrose 
Swasey, a distinguished scientist, 
“served their purpose in the science 
of astronomy, but the deve'omwment of 
astronomica™~ photography introduced 
a new era, 

“Progress, particularly in astro- 
physical and phce‘pgraphic lines, has 
been greatly advanced by the use of 
reflecting telescopes and especially by 
the work done with the sixty Inch 
reflector at the Mount Wilson solar 
observatory. 

“Notable results have been obtain- 
ed by the use of reflecting telescopes 
in later years, and this has stimulat- 
ed a great interest in this type of in- 
strument, such as is evidenced by the 
present contract, 

“Even greater impetus will now be 
given by the action of the Canadian 
Government in acquiring this splen- 
did seventy-two inch instrument, 
which when finished will be the larg- 
est telescope yet constructed. 

“This great engine of science, 
weighing fully fifty tons, resting up- 
on massive piers of concrete, will 
have a tube thirty feet long and seven 
feet in diameter, which will welgh 
ten tons. 

“At the lower end of the tube will 
be located the principal speculum, 
composed of a disk of glass seventy- 
three inches in diameter, ten inches 
in thickness and weighing approxi- 
mately two tons, 

“When used as a Cassegranian in- 
strument a secondary convex reflector 
nineteen inches in diameter will be 
placed near the upper end of the tube 
for reflecting the rays back through 
a hole in the speculum to the great 
spectroscope attvched to the lower 
end of tae tube. 

“As a Newtonian instrument a flat 
mirror will be provided for reflecting 
the cone of rays at right angles into 
the photographic apparatus at the up- 
per edge of the tube. 

“Asa direct vision instrument both 
secondary mirrors will be removed, 
and appliances for visual, photo- 
graphic and spectroscopic work will 
be attached at the prime focus, 

“The tube and the declination and 
polar axes, with their attachments, 
weigh thirty-five tons, and so nicely 
is each part balanced and adjusted 
that the powerful driving clock re- 
volves this immenso weight with such 
accuracy and uniformity that the 
spider line in the eyepiece of the 
pointing telescope attached to the 
great tube can be kept exactly on the 
cehtre of the star under observa- 
tion,”

Sir Mortimer Clark, former Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Ontario, is noted 
for his tact and courtesy under all cir- 
cumstances, Shortly after his ap- 
pointment to succeed the late Sir 
Oliver Mowat, Sir Mortimer accepted 
an invitation to attend the opening 
of a newly-established summer hotel 
near Owen Sound. A party of news- 
paper men were also on hand for the 
occasion, but in enjoying the hospi- 
tality of some kindred spirits from 
the local Board of Trade, the press 
men were diverted from their purpose 
of attending one of the functions at 
which Sir Mortimer was expected to 
speak. The representative of The 
Globe was unable to see Sir Mortimer 
afterward in order to learn what he 
had said, and so he took a chance’

NOT MUCH IMPRESSED 


ESKIMOS UNMOVED BY STEFAN 
SON'S MODERN WONDERS, 


When the Explorer Fired and Hit a 
Stick 200 Yards Away They Told 
Him of a Native Who Could Do 
the Same Thing—Could He See 
the Events of To-morrow With 
His Binoculars, They Asked. 


Further details concerning the life 
and customs of the new Eskimo 
tribes, brought to light by the Cana- 
dian explorer, Vilhjalmar Stefans- 
son, have been made available by 
the publication of his book, “My Life 
With the Eskimo.” 

This book is the record of Mr, 
Stefansson’s second expedition to the 
Arctic, whieh began in the summer 
of 1908 and lasted until July of last 
year, ( 

His journeyings. during these four 
years, sometimes with Dr. Anderson, 
the naturalist of the expedition, more 
often with Eskimo for his only com- 
panions, covered thousands of miles 
along the Arctic coast of Alaska and 
Northwestern Canada, as far east as 
Coronation Gulf and Prince Albert 
Land. He met many different tribes 
of Eskimo, and was incessantly 
studying their language, the customs, 
their beliefs, “I have lived with the 
Eskimo until they have become as 
my own people. I pass my winters 
in their houses and my summers in 
their tents; I dre:s as they do, eat 
what they eat, and follow the game 
across the tundra to get my food ex- 
actly as they do, and I have come te 
feel that I understand them as well 
as I do my own people.” oem! 

Of the year which Mr. Stefansson 
spent with the Dolphin and Union 
Straits Eskimo he has naturally a 
great deal to tell us, and it is all of 
vivid interest. 

Mr. Stefansson had only to give a 
hint as to what interested him, and 
they put all their information on that 
subject at his disposal; on their part 
they showed the greatest delicacy in 
asking questions. They betrayed no 
surprise at their guest’s blue eyes and 
light brown beard, because these fea- 
tures, they explained, were much like 
those of some of their neighbors to 
the north—the “Blond Eskimo,” 
whom Mr. Stefansson visited and 
whose discovery has raised such im- 
ont biological and historical prob- 
lems, 

Curiously enough these people 
were not much impressed by rifle 
shooting. When the white man, after 
hitting a stick 200 yards away, told 
them that he could kill a bear or 
caribou at even three times the dis- 
tance, they merely asked whether he 
could kill game on the other side of 
the mountain. It appears that a 
“spanan” in a neighboring tribe had 
a magic arrow by which he could 
perform this feat. And when Mr. 
Stefansson looked through his bino- 
eulars and saw bands of caribou that 
were to them invisible they applaud- 
ed, and asked, “Will you not also 
look for the Saat that are bah 

to-morroy, 89 we can te) 

hive to tte Th Ambush for them?” 
They were disappointed when told 
that this was impossible, for they 
knew that their own medicine men 
had charms and magic that enabled 
them to see things the morrow was 
to bring forth. 

It was in Victoria Island that the 
“Blond Eskimo” were found. ‘“‘When 
I saw before me these men, who 
looked like Europeans, in spite of 
their garb of furs, I knew that I had 
come upon either the last chapter 
and solution of one of the historical 
tragedies of the past, or else that 3 
had added a new mystery for the fu- 
ture  golvé the mystery of why 
thése men are like Buropeans if they 
be not of Eurdpean descent,” 

Of something leag fhan a thousand 
persons in this tribe ten or morg have 
blue eyes; of the mefi who have 
beards a good many are light brown; 
the hair of the head is generally dark 
brown or rusty red, and perhaps half 
the entire population have eyebrows 
ranging from a dark brown to a light 
brown or nearly white, 

There is no reason he thinks, for 
insisting that tha ‘Blond Eskimo” 
ere descended from the Scandinavian 
colonists of Grvenland, but looking 
at historically or geographically, 
there is no reason why they might 
oot be. It Is possible, on the other 
band, that for some so-called “‘acci- 
dental” reason blond individuals may 
have been born from time to time 
in the past from parents of pure Es- 
kimo blood, and that these may have 
perpetuated themselves, 

As to supposing that it is the cli- 
mate that has made the Victoria Is- 
land Eskimo blond, the theory is 
hardly tenable, for they live on the 
same food and under the same clima- 
tic conditions as do the Eskimo east 
of them and west of them, none of 
whom show the same European-like 
traits, 

Although it is not easy to get me 
to admit that the present day Eskimo 
are far better men than their fore- 
fathers, it ts easy to get them them- 
selves to admit it, In fact, they are 
of late years rather prone to assert 
that they are better men than their 
ancestors, My man Davinisk said to 
me oneday: “The people of Kotzebue 
Sound were formerly very bad, but 
they are all good now, In my fath- 
er’s time and when I was young, they 
used to lie and to steal and to work 
on Sunday.” “But,” I asked him, 
‘don't they, as a matter of fact, tell 
“les occasionally?” “Oh, yes, they 
sometimes do.” ‘Well, don’t they 
really, as a matter of fact, tell about 
as many lies now as they ever did?” 
“Well, yes, perhaps they do.” And 
don’t they, as a matter of fact, steal 
about as frequently as ever?” “Well, 
possibly. But they don’t work on 
Sunday.” 

They were entirely friendly, possi- 
bly because My, Stefansson spoke in
